TUe llorn-Pluyer's Criticism of the 


Flrnt Production of Tnn.n» 


In converaatioawith a musical friend 


who leartied hi-s profession in Ger- 
many, I heard, the other evening..an 
anecdote of Hichard Wagner which, 
to my knowledge, has never been in 
print. 


By way of preface it must be said 


that, at the outset of his career, at 
least, Wagner was extremely unpopular 
with th& instrumental porJormersi 
Tliis wast due to the fact thai he imide 
them work much harder than they 
hud ever been -u^ed to working before, 
During- the supremacy of the Italian 
school of opera- the instrumentalists 
had. a, comparatively easy lime of it. 
After Hi-ft overture had be-cn played— 
and that was notso very difficult—the 
evening's work was pretty well done, 
a few yhort chords1 for a recitative or 
a tum-la-la, tum-la-la, accompaniment 
for a florid solo being about all thai 
was required of an orchestra in th-e 
old clays. The consequence was that 
•two or three, rehearsals with r.n orches- 
tra was generally considered sufficient 
fo;- the production of a new opera.

The orchestra rose to coequal impor- 
tance with the singers, and rehearsals 
—hard, and lotsi of them—were re- 
quired 
from 
the instrumentalists. 


Moreover, the musicians were totally 
unaccustomed to that style of music 
Hence it was that the great Wagner 
heard a very uncomplimentary criti- 
cisjn of his. musdc. 


It was during th-e rehearsal of Hie 


Tnnnhauser, which was about- to be 
produced for the- first time. After a 
hard afternoon's work, ship-eis and 
orchestra players were about to leave. 
Wagner paused for a moment in the 
wings of the stage. On the other side 
of one of tlipside settings was a vio- 
linist and a horn player.

STie-sirf vie are pretly well acquainted 
with this 'wonderful' man'si music." 


"Yes," replied the horn-player, with 


a vejigeance. 


"How 
docs it sound to you?" asked 


the other. 


"Hoellisch." replied the horn-player. 
It needed no oxtenshc knowledge of 


German <o understand the. remark. 
Wagner heard it all. and, possessing a 
good sense of humor, himself, he made 
a short speech at Ihe nest rehearsal, 
thanking the musiciansf or the compli- 
ment—much to their confusion.—Buf- 
falo Sews.

As it, ages, the tobacco assumes 
a beautiful deep Wrick-brown, and 
doesn't resemble ordinary tobacco at 
all. Tins particular old g-entlcmnn 1 
have in mind has shown me pieces that 
looked like mineial, and other pieces 
that looked like ebony. lie1 moistens 
them wiih1 a. dash of sherry ami water, 
whittlts ofJ what lie wants with a pen- 
knife, rolls it up uith a quick turn of 
the wrist and walks away puffing- a 
cloud of smoke that would lift tiie av- 
erage } oung clubman clear off his feet. 
As 1 remarked before, however, there 
are very few of the old-time perique 
smokers still alive—I doubt if there 
are over iht: or six now left, who con- 
tinue to keep up their annual stocks."
